SCHOOL REPORT 
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The Superintending School Committee, in compliance with the laws of the 
State which require an annual statement of the condition of the schools, also 
“such suggestions as may be useful upon the management of schools and the 
subject of education,” respectfully presents the following Report :— 

With congratulatory feelings your Committee is able to report the general 
prosperity of our schools. Although, in some I have failed to perceive that 
strict discipline which is so necessary to perfect success, yet progress has been 


made in all. 
DISTRICT NO. 1. 


Prudential Committee—EpDwarpD T. MERRILL. This school was taught by 
Mr. BENJAMIN R. JEWELL, a resident of the district. Mr. Jewell is a teacher 
of much experience and ability. At the closing examination, most of the 
scholars answered promptly, and gave evidence that they had made commend- 
able improvement. The classes in Reading and Arithmetic, however, did not 
appear to be so thorougly drilled in the “why and wherefore” as is necessary 
they should be. I would recommend that the larger members of the class in 
Geography, if they have studied Tower’s Elements of Grammar, to study 
Cutter’s First Book in Physiology or History. 

Money apportioned for the district, $204,50. The first term commenced 
April 22nd, and continued 12 1-2 weeks. Second term, Sept. 2d, and contin- 
ued nearly 19 weeks, ending Feb. 4th. Whole number of scholars, 4 years of 
age and upwards, attending not less than 2 weeks, first term, 64, average, 51. 
Second term, 55, average, 43. The studies pursued were Reading, Spelling, 
Penmanship, Arithmetic, Algebra, Grammar, Geography, Grammar of Compo- 
sition, History, Physiology and Botany. 

The teacher, in his remarks, says:—There have beensixty-eight different 
scholars attending the school during the year. 30 have not beentardy. ‘The 
parents and friends of the school have shown their interest and co-operation by 
their frequent visits. In the maintenance of good order and wholesome disci- 
pline the teacher would acknowledge the good will, sympathy and hearty sup- 
port of the parents, without which the task would have been more diffieult.— 
It has been the aim of the teacher to secure the love and confidence of his pu- 
pils, to gain their attachment as the best means to secure prompt and ready 
obedience. It has been our aim to incite enthusiasm, to awaken interest, to 
arouse thought and to encourage, urge and stimulate the youth entrusted to 
our care to greater exertions for their improvement.” 


DISTRICT NO 2. 


Prudential Committee—Cyrus Smiru. The school in this district was taught 
by Mr. CHaR.es A. ALEXANDER, of Derry, N. H., an able and experienced 
teacher. Considering the condition of the school at its commencement, Mr. 
Alexander did remarkably well. At the closing examination the scholars gave 
evidence that they had been thoroughly taught, and had made good proficien- 
cy in all studies pursued, especially in Arithmetic and Grammar. The district 
should be furnished with an Unabridged Dictionary and Outline Maps. atte 

School Money, $129,59. First term commenced May 20th, and continued 
seven weeks ; second term, Aug. 5, and continued 13 weeks, ending Nov. lst. 
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Whole number of scholars attending first term, 44; average, 38:. second'term,, 
48; average, 34. The studies pursued were, Reading, Spelling, Chirography,, 
Arithmetie, Algebra, Grammar, Geography, Composition and Philpsophy.—. 
There have been, 52 different, scholars attending the school during the year. 


DISTRICT NO. 3, 


Prudential Committee—Joun Mow.ron, This school has been under the. 
charge of Miss Rutu A. Berne, a resident of the district.. This was her first: 
effort at the delightful task, and was very successful. She labored assiduously 
to benefit her scholars. The order was generally very good. At the examination 
at the close of the first term, the scholars did not appear so thoroughly drilled 
in their studies as they ought to. be, byt at the final examination, your Com- 
mittee was highly pleased to find that this.defect had been remedied, and they 
had made good progress in their studies. Jor the declamations at the last ex-- 
amination, the scholars deserve great praise. ‘lhe district should be furnished 
with Outline Maps and an Unabridged Dictionary. 

School Money, $7936. First term commenced May 6th, and continued 8. 
weeks; second term, Aug. 5th, and continued 18 weeks, ending Dec. 7th.— 
Whole number of scholars attending first term, 13 ; average, 10; second term, 
13; average, 8. The studies pursued were, Reading, Spelling, Penmanship, 
Arithmetic, Grammar and Geographv. 

The teacher, in her remarks, says:—‘This school/has. been very pleasant 
during the past year, and I hope the scholars haye learned much that will be 
of use to them through life. Most of the parents and citizens of the district 
appear to feel interested in the school, and in the cause of education; but if 
some would make greater effoxt to keep their children in the school-room, the. 
school would be more interesting to both scholars and teacher; and the par-. 
ents would be rewarded. with good interest for the sacrifice they make, in the 
satisfaction of seeing their children grow up better educated men and women... 
Those scholars who are old enough to study, deserve praise for their industry 
and behavior throughout the school; some of which number would make excel-- 
lent scholars, if they could have good advantages.’” 


DISTRICT NO. 4. 


Prudential Committee- Grorce S. Currier. This district. is united with. 
district No. 3, Newton, for support of schools. School Money, $42,43. 

The Summer term was taught by Miss Marta E. Davis, of Newton, N. H., 
a teacher of much experience and superior qualifications. Miss Davis’s repu - 
tation, as a teacher, was established before she took charge of this school.— 
Your Committee was highly pleased with the general appearance of the school, 
and does not recollect of seeing a single whisper during his visits. Good pro-. 
ficiency was made in all branches taught. Disciplining the mind, thoroughness 
of instruction, moulding the character for the stern responsibilities of life, en- 
ergy, perseverance, and an earnest desire to perform her whole duty, are her, 
prominent characteristics as a teacher. The term commenced May 6th, and 
continued 14 weeks, ending Sept. 14th. Whole number of scholars from this 
town, 4; average, 2 5-7. The studies pursued were, Reading, Spelling, Chirog- 
raphy, Arithmetic, Grammar, Geography and Physiology. 

The Winter term was taught by Mr. Georce W. FRENCH, a resident of the. 
town. Your Committee, as such, did not visit the school during the term.— 
He trusts, however, that the parents who visited the school ever found the. 
teacher attending to his duty. 

The term commenced Oct. 21st, and continued 12 weeks, ending Jan. 17th. 
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Whole nutiber of scholars Trom ‘this town, 3; average, 2. In addition 
the studies pursued during the summer term, Algebra and Geometry were 


attended to. 
REMARKS. 

It gives your Committee much pleasure to report the names of seventeen 
scholars who have not been absent one half day during a single term, and six 
who have not been absent one half day during the year. They deserve great 
praise for their punctuality, and their names shall have a Gonspicuous place in 
our Report. ‘hose who have a Btar (*) following their names have not beeti 
absent one half day during the year. 3 ” ' 

In District No. 1—Emily I. Follansbee,* Mary O. Purinton,* Beulah L. 
Smith, Alice M. Wiggin, Olive J. Eaton, Lewis F. Woodman, Albert L. Woods 
man* and Willie E. Brown. In District No. 2—Ada Ii. Goodwin,* Agnes 
Goodwin,* Emma J. Rowell, Frances L. Gile, Frances P. Fitts, Mary E. 
Brown, Ella A. Colcord, Cyrus F. Smith* and John Summers. 

I trust the number wilf be increased from year to year till no scholar shall 
be kept from schovl except in case of absolute necessity. Never know any 
such word as fail. Ifthe morning is storfzy, or perchance a few inches of 
snow on the grotint; prepare for it, and march with merry hearts to the school- 
room ; by so doing, you will obtain that, the value of which cannot be comput- 
ed in dollgrs and cents. 

During the past year there have been 284 visits by the citizens and friends. 
In District No, 1, 139 visits—gain 48. istrict No. 2, 32 visits—gain 19.— 
District No. 3, 37 visits—gain 5. District No. 4, 76 visits—gain 61. The 
number of visits last was 151—gain 88 per cent. Five visits have been made 
by the Prudential Committees—3 in Dist. No. 1, and 2 in Dist. No.3. Num- 
ber of visits by the Superintending 8. Committee 22. Whole number of visits 
during the year, 811. | 

The Legislature at the last June Session passed an Act relative to the duties 
of teachers and committees. ist. It requires that teachers shall faithfully keep 
the registers furnished them,fand miake due return thereof to the Supt: 8. Come 
mittee. 2nd. It shall be the duty of the Supt. S. Committee to give every 
teacher a certificate that the register has been properly filled up and returned: 
3rd. No teacher shall be entitled to receive payment for services until such 
certificate is produced to the Prudential Committee of the district. 

With few exceptions, our schools are well supplied with text-books. <A sin- 
gle change has been made during the year. In the opinion of your Committee, 
the Spelling Book was too intricate for a majority of the pupils attending school; 
consequently Sanders’ New Speller, Definer and Analyzer was introduced; and 
the improvement made during the year in this department of knowledge clear- 
ly proved the necessity of the change. 

Reading and Spelling evidently demand more attention in our schools, as 
they form the fundamental basis of an education. At the recent visit of our 
worthy County Commissioner, Mr. Abbott, our attention was called more par- 
ticularly to these subjects. His address was full of practical suggestions. I 
trust they will be remembered and put in practice, and ere long we shall wel- 
come many good readers and ready spellers in our schools. Colburn’s Mental 
Arithmetic, (may it never be taken from our schools) also, is too much ne- 
glected. Jf our larger scholars were drilled thoroughly in the “why and 
wherefore” of every question in this little book, they would find Written Arith- 
metic less difficult. It is necessary that we should have the foundation secure 
before we attempt to rise. 

According to the Registers I find only three scholars have pursued History, 
four Physiology, and four Composition, in all our schools. Is this as it should 
be? Is not History a study of too much importance, especially at the presen 
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‘time, when our couritry is involved in a ‘civil war, to be neglected? Is it not 
‘necessary that we should have a knowledge of the construction of the human 
‘system, the laws by which health may be preserved? Is it not necessary we 
‘should know how to’compose, so'that we can express our ideas grammatically ? 
‘Certainly. ‘We trust that more attention will be given to these subjects in 
‘future. 

Whatever parents may desire, one thing is certain: they desire to have their 
‘children educated physically, intellectually and morally. We certainly do not 
wish to have them educated theoretically,+-for such an education would para- 
‘lyze the mind,-—bi&t préetically’; to'possess such an education as will fit them 
for the active duties of life. f 

The character of a school greatly depends on the teacher. What effect must 
te produced in a ‘school that‘contains the youthful‘part of our population, if a 
lifeless person assumes the position as teacher? ‘The school will be ‘mere form, 
without accomplishing miuch, if any,'good. ‘On the other hand, when the en- 
‘ergetic and persevering teacher enters the school-room, the scene is inrmedi- 
ately changed; the school apnears tife-like, and the youth that ‘sovoften dislikes 
‘to go to school, now ‘has‘an earnest ‘desire to enter within its walls. ‘Like 
‘priest, like peoplelike teacher, hke scholars.” How true the saying. 

When a persen assumes the position of teaching the “young idea how to 
shoot,” the first and all-important duty for the acquirement of any thing, is 
‘Order, and all that follows is secondary. ‘Order is Heaven’s first law” isa 
time-honored maxim, and it should be the first and -highest law in the school- 
room. 

Teachers, ‘in governing schools, should have but few rules, and those duly 
‘enforced. They should‘ever impress upon ‘their scholars that the observance 
‘of the rules is for their goods nothing ‘is required of them but that which will 
be for their benefit in future years; thus'they will have “loyal” scholars, and 
‘the country in a few years, “loyal” citizens. 

Instruction should be given in the clearest manner. The pupil may commit 
‘a lesson to memory, and ‘still not know ‘its application. ‘Some of our text- 
‘books at the ‘present time are so‘complicated that it requires ‘the:clearest ex- 
planation on the part of the teacher. The scholar should ever be taught to 
rely on himself; that the benefits he receives by attending school are ‘his own. 

Teachers must have thoroughness for their motto. A ‘constant drill from 
‘day to day in what ‘the pupil has been over, and a short advance'lesson, will ac- 
‘complish more than any other method. In short, go thorough, if ‘it is not 
‘more than one page. 

The moral training should not be neglected. Our legislators have made ‘it 
‘the duty of teachers to impress upon the youthful mind “principles of piety 
‘and justice; a sacred regard to truth, love of country, and all other virtues 
swhich are the‘ornament and support of human society.” Such instruction as 
the pupils can understand should be given at proper times, ‘Let each scholar 
‘commit to memory a ‘verse in the Bible, and recite once a week. ‘This, if con- 
‘tinued from year to year, would be the result of much good. It turns their 
‘attention to the Bible in early life, and can but lay the foundation of a good 
moral character. 

‘Parents, Friends, Teachers: In‘conclusion, let me appeal to you to labor 
“zealously and unitedly, that the youth may be thoroughly educated. If “eter- 
mal vigilance ‘is the price of liberty,” it is also the price of an education. Let 
‘tus commence the work, and never cease till perfection ‘shall crown our labors.
